contributions, The goal was given as $31.44, making an average con- 


The committee worked tirelessly 
on the project and the home rooms co-operated with such enthusiasm 
that when the campaign ended at ten o’clock the Wednesday before 
Thanksgiving, the arrow had swung completely around the circle and 
beyond, showing a total contribution of $38.88.

As soon as a room reached its individual quota it was presented 
with a sticker by the committee, bearing the proud inscription, “We 
are 100% Red Cross.” 

The whole plan was drawn up by the students and the amount to 
be raised was more or less arbitrary as it was the first time such a 
drive had been made. Pupils could be seen any morning during this 
time going to their classes with books under one arm and home-grown 
vegetables bulging beneath the other.

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Exhibit Extended 


To take a forceful Zerbe paint- 
ing which thrilled millions at 
the New York World’s Fair this 
year and include it in an exhibit of 
local and New Engiand painters at 
John Esther gallery seemed a dar- 
ing thing to do to the Grace Horn 
gallery sponsoring the exhibit, but 
to Mary Mills Hatch, curator and 
artist, the chance seemed worth 
taking, and although Zerbe has 
the place of prominence in the 
show, it is amazing how strong is 
the claim to attention of the less 
famous artists. 


The strength, even boldness, of 
Karl Zerbe’s painting is enhanced 
by his use of vivid colors and his 
unusual surface technique, This 
technique based on heavy rough 
surface and subtle use of relief is 
in direct contrast to the glazy, 
translucent surface of such artists 
as Molly Luce. It is an extremely 
effective technique, however, and 
the painting steals the visitor’s at- 
tention again and again as he 
views the exhibit. It does not, 
however, dominate the :how. How 
could it with Patrick Morgan’s 
“Tribute to Edgar Allan ‘Poe’ 
hanging on the opposite wall, 
Clare Hayes’ “House on Phillips 
Street” and Francis Dalton’s por- 
trait of Christine Maynard hang- 
ing in the entrance, Harry Futton’s 
‘Benjamin Cole, Jr.” and Jon Cor- 
bina’s “On the Beach” and many 
other well-selected paintings re- 
ceiving a generous share of inter- 
est. 

Jon Corbina’s technique differs 
greatly from Zerbe’s in his frugal 
use of paint which even allows the 
bare canvas to show through in 
parts, creating as unique an im- 
pression as) Zerbe does with his 
layer upon layer. Mrs. Hayes’ 
painting which a majority of visi- 
tors find particularly pleasing, has 
a feeling of airy charm that the 
artist seems to possess spontane- 
ous’y. Her contrasts of light and 
shade are lovely in the filagree of 
dark tree branches against a soft 
bive sky. Morgan’s painting in 
tribute to Poe successfully cap- 
tures the lugubrious unearthliness 
that belongs to Poe. But for the 
jewels) in his mouth, the raven 
would probably be quoting, “Nev- 
ermore,” 

Sultriness is the character of Ro- 
mance’s “Portrait of Ann” which 
has caused a great deal of com- 
ment, and close by, Sutton’s “Ben- 
jamin Cole, Jr.,” presents affability. 

The essence of New England is 
captured in the landscapes “The 
Center Church” by Alica Aitkinson;

ONCE UPON A TIME early snow 
storms were a common thing and 
FIFTY YEARS AGO uncommonly 
good sleighing resulted....Every 
available turnout in town was 
brought out and on a Tuesday af- 
ternoon ithe townspeople witnessed 
some fast trotting on Main street 
with a very close race between J. 
H. Richardson’s “Nora” and C. L. 
Carter’s ‘“Scrawney,” the former 
leading slightly at the finish. .But 
the selectmen soon put a stop to 
the dangerous racing and ordered 
the chief of police to stop it on 
Main street..A Townsman editorial 
pleaded, “Isn’t there some way that 
can be provided for lovers of fine 
horses to show off their speed?.. 
The towns are few in this country 
that have as many fine horses as 
Andover....How about an hour in 
each afternoon for Main street, or 
gome other special street, to be set 
apart for fast driving?”.. 

Chief of police Cheever was also 
trying to lessen the dangers of 
coasting and posted notices ‘to the 
effect that sliding was prohibited 
on Main, School, Phillips, Bssex 
and Harding streets and in Abbott 
Village....Anyone breaking these 
regulations were liable to arrest 
and fine of $20.00...

TWENTY - FIVE YEARS AGO 
there was also a heavy snow storm 
which caused considerable incon- 
venience and not a little damage. . 
Steam cars were delayed, wires 
were down, and two electric cars 
were stalled for the night on Main 
street necessitating long, cold 
walks home for many of the pas- 
sengers..The heavy snow followed 
a driving rain and again the town 
turned out to enjoy excellent 
sleighing... 

The icy streets gave a citizen a 
good opportunity to further point 
out the inconveniences of having 
the post office moved and he wrote 
in part—‘“A silent policeman has 
been placed on duty in the square 
What is the real meaning of this? 
Is it not a precautionary piece of 
diplomatic preparedness on the 
part of the wise town fathers as 
they look forward to the bad time 
coming?”..(When the townspeople 
would be slipping and sliding down 
Essex street hill to mail letters) -. 
“The nine-hundred-and-ninety-nine 
out of a thousand citizens who op- 
pose the threatened removal of the 
post office to Essex street ought 
not to be ‘silent’ even if the police- 
men are...”

Voting For Carelessness 


If the retiring attorney-general, Paul A. Dever, 
should be elected Governor of this Common- 
wealth by virtue of changes made possible by the 
recount of the gubernatorial votes, many of the 
voters of the State who wanted to elect Leverett 
Saltonstall will have only their own carelessness 
to blame for the result. 

Here in Andover those taking part in the re- 
count noticed that in several cases the blank 


space below the Governor’s name had a cross - 


marked on it. Leverett Saltonstall was the last 
name on the ballot for Governor, and below his 
name a space was left for write-in votes. You’re 
supposed to mark an X in the square opposite 
the name of your choice, and apparently many 
voters didn’t want any Governor for they voted 
for a blank space. 


Carelessness on election day doesn’t help De- 
mocracy express itself faithfully. It’s obvious 
that these people intended to vote for Mr. Salton- 
stall—but they just didn't watch what they were 
doing and put the cross in the wrong place. The 
same thing was true all over the state. Here and 
everywhere else there were many other examples 
of carelessness: crosses so written that they 
lopped over into another box, crosses placed right 
next to the candidate’s name instead of out in 
the box. The instructions are very clear and very 
easy to follow. 


All you have to dio to help elect someone whom 


you don’t want is to go into a polling booth and 
vote carelessly. 


Weather An Asset 


Stop being so grumpy about the weather. You 
don’t hear them kicking about it in California, do 
you? It rains there and they call it only a mist. 

New England’s weather is its greatest asset. 
California has capitalized on her weather, propa- 
gandizing it as eternal sunshine. But think of it: 
sunshine all the time! There are people who would 
like it, but wouldn’t it be terribly boring? Look 
at New England, though—why, we have every- 
thing there! 

People flock here from all over the country in 
the summertime. There should be more, but we’ve 
never really done as much talking about the 
glories of our section of the country as it deserves. 
Wee all like summer; of course it gets pretty hot 
at times, but compared to the rest of the country 
our summer is just about ideal. And’ Nature with 
all her summer raiment does a pretty fine job on 
New England; you won't find many more beau- 
tiful spots, whether you go to the shore or the 
mountains. 

And then comes fall. We've been terribly lax 
about fall. Maybe it’s just that having grown up 
with New England autumns we don't realize how 
privileged we are. Most of us don’t know that 
save for a portion of upper New York State 
there’s no other place in the country, few in the 
world, where Nature uses her palette so freely 
and so well as she does in New England. You 
don’t get those gorgeous leaves elsewhere. You 
can’t find any other place where you can spend 
a couple of hours driving up into the mountains 
where for miles and miles you can see gold and 
orange and red—you mean you haven't driven up 
into the mountains in the fall? Well. do it next 
year, and you'll feel just as awe-stricken as we 
are everytime we see it. 
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And then there’s winter. That’s when you 
grumble most maybe. There’s snow, and your car 
kicks up a bit, and you get your feet wet. But 
the snow’s an asset, ‘more than a liability. Get in- 
to some clothes made for the job and get out in 
the snow. Play in it, ski in it, go skating—you ll 
come back into your warm house at night feeling 
—and being—about as healthy as youve ever 
felt. Then someday make sure the heater in your 
car is going satisfactorily and again head up to 
the Mountains. You’ve been there in the summer 
of course, but really the mountains in winter are 
indescribably beautiful. The roads are well- 


ploughed: New Hampshire likes its ski-crowds. 


Why don’t you take advantage of them and see 
Nature at her best? Go up in the Tramway at 
Cannon Mountain, try the chair-tow at Laconia- 
Gilford, or cross over to North Conway and have 
a ride up Cranmore in the Ski-mobile—the things 
you see going up, the views you see from the top 
—well—you just ‘have to see them to realize how 
really wonderful they are. New England has not 
played up those assets enough. 

Spring of course is beautiful everywhere, but 
when it comes to raising flowers, when it comes 
to the particular kind of green that looks nicest in 
grass, we have the best and the prettiest. It’s here 
in the Bay State, and they have it in the other 
states in this section, too. Our trees are a truly 
great heritage, and to see them don their summer 
coat, preceded in some cases by beautiful blos- 
soms, is a sight that the states of the palm trees 
miss. 

Yes, New England is a four-season Paradise. 
If anyone ever asks you what time of year is 
nicest in New England, just tell them it’s nicest 
from the first minute of January 1 to the last 
minute of December 31. 


It’s Our Fault 


Massachusetts is having too many indictments 


in its official life. Lawrence had one of its leading 
officials and his alleged campaign manager ar- 
raigned in Superior court on Monday on charges 
of conspiracy to solicit a bribe, the particular in- 
stance which the Grand Jury returning the in- 
dictment having in mind being the alleged selling 
of a reserve police officer’s appointment for $200. 
The court will decide possibly sometime in Janu- 
ary just whether these charges are true or not. 

Down in another Massachusetts city on Tues- 
day the Mayor committed sucide, having been 
indicted on charges somewhat similar to those in 
the Lawrence case. 


If the Lawrence men are found guilty, if the 
dead mayor was guilty, really they won’t be so 
much to blame as we the voters are. There’s 
something drastically wrong in our political set- 
up, and its basis lies primarily in the indifference 
of the voters. We don’t get the quality of men in 
public life that we should. Too ofitten the candi- 
dates are men who need a job, that being their 
chief qualification. Too often they need a job be- 
cause they can’t hold a job in private life where 
the standards are exacting. The standards in pub- 
lic life should be just as exacting, too. Men 
shouldn’t be named to run our affairs just be- 
cause they are out of work, or because they’re 
“good fellows.” We've got to realize just how 
important their positions are, because actually we 
are saying to these public officials: “Here’s a part 
of our life that we’re going to let you handle be- 
cause it overlaps into other people’s lives.”’ We're 
letting them spend our money, we're letting them 
lay down rules for us—and we've got to say to 
ourselves before we cast our ballot: “Would T, if 
I were the employer, ‘hire this man and give him 
this responsibility with the full belief that he is 
the best man for the job?”

Under the glo-

buying only tagged Christmas 
Greens which was recognized 
so effectively in Andover last 
year, is gaining impetus as those 
who sell and those who buy 
continue ‘to co-operate. 

The red tag of the Depart: 
ment of Agriculture guarantees 
that greens haven't been boot- 
legged or stolen, that the tax- 
payer has received a fair com- 
pensation for greens grown on 
his land, and that rare varieties 
are being carefully conserved, 
Special planting for Christmas 
greens has already been under- 
taken and in Cape Cod there is 
a holly plamtation. Laurel is 
gathered in Western Massachu- 
settsi where it is abundant and 
horticulturists prime evergreens 
with the Christmas trade in 
view. Consequently there is no 
lack of legitimate greens. 


A Nickel’s Worth 


A few years ago a long fight for 
the establishment of a just bus 
fare between Andover square and 


Shawsheen village finally bore 
fruit in the form of an agreement 
whereby the rate between the two 
squares was cut from ten to five 
cents. It was in line with the trend 
of that time and not just a conces- 
sion to Andover. Certainly it did 
not seem right for ten cents to 
carry one all the way to Hssex 
street in Lawrence from Andover 
square whereas if ‘ue passenger 
lefit the bus at Shawsheen village 
he would stillhave to pay ten cents. 


But where do most of Shaw- 
sheen village’s residents live? 
h-0:.t of them are on the Lawrence 
side of Shawsheen center, but if 
they ask to go on ithe bus beyond 
the center ti.ey have to pay an- 
other nickel. The selectmen have 
asked that this situation be cor- 
rected by an extension of the five- 
cent zone to the MLawrence-An- 
g@over line, and that would make 
the nickel rate of real value to the 
villagers. It means no added co.t 
io the railway, and no decreased 
revenue, because certainly now 
very few people living on William 
etreet for instance will pay a dime 
to ride up to that stop, By extend- 
ing the zone to the Lawrence line 
a public service company can be 
of real public service.

Seven. hundred and twenty-three 
books have been lent from tthe 
Memorial Hall Library book bus 
since it started on its travels Fri- 
day, November 8, and the librarians 
had a chance to lend one more 
book but they thought it inad'vis- 
able. The applicant couldn’t read 
anyway and even if someone had 
read to-him he wouldn’t have un- 
derstood...He was a little black 
cocker spaniel who applied for a 
membership card and Miss Putnam 
can’t rememiber when they’ve had 
a more appealing applicant. He 
hopped purposefully on the bus, 
climbed up on a chair and rested 
his paws on the blank cards. 
“What’s this, what’s this, no ser- 
vice for a cocker like me?”

for a young boy who is very much 
interested in. experimenting, a book 
on raising gladioli for a lady pre- 
paring for her Spring planting, 
books on ballistics, sailing, air- 
plane engines and many others in 
answer to urgent requests. There 
might also have been a request: for 
“Little Dogs, and How They Read’ 
but as thas been previously brought 
out, the requestor has no member- 
ship card. 

Although it is still rather soon 
to judge the success of the Li- 
brary’si new project, all indications 
seem to prove that it is supplying a 
great need in the town. At some 
stops there are people waiting when 
the (bus arrives. Sometimes it is 
necessary to ask people to leave 
when they have made their selec- 
tion to make room for new bor- 
rowers. ‘One little girl who was re- 
turning Smalley’s “How It All Be- 
gan” sighed exultantly, “I'd like 
to keep it forever!” We'd like to 
“keep the book bus forever, too,” 
gradually extending its route until 
it includes all the readers of An- 
dover.
